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SUBJECT: TENTATIVE US COMMUNICATIONS REQUIREMENTS FOR 

THE VISIT OF PRESIDENT FORD TO KOREA 

IN ORDER TO PROVIDE NECESSARY COMMUNICATIONS FOR PRESIDENT 
FORD AND THE US DELEGATION DURING THE NOVEMBER VISIT TO 
KOREA, THE FOLLOWING TENTATIVE DRAFT AGREEMENT IS RESPECT- 
FULLY SUBMITTED FOR CONSIDERATION AND PLANNING. 

1. THE WHITE HOUSE COMMUNICATIONS AGENCY, REPRESENTING 
THE AMERICAN PARTY, WILL INSTALL, OPERATE, AND MAINTAIN 
EQUIPMENT TO PROVIDE COMMUNICATIONS FOR THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE USA AND OTHER MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN DELEGATION; THIS 
INCLUDES COMMUNICATIONS FROM THEIR RESIDENCE AND ALL PLACES 
THE PRESIDENT AND THE AMERICAN DELEGATION WILL VISIT. THE 
AMERICAN PARTY WILL OPERATE DIRECT TELEPHONE COMMUNICATIONS 
TO WASHINGTON DC VIA AN AMERICAN SWITCHBOARD LOCATED IN 
SEOUL. 

2. THE DIRECT TELEPHONE TRUNKS FROM THE AMERICAN SWITCH 
BOARD WILL BE CONNECTED TO WASHINGTON DC. IN ADDITION TO 
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AND TIE LINES TO A LOCAL SWITCHBOARD WILL BE REQUIRED. 
ONE TIE LINE TO THE AMERICAN EMBASSY IS DESIRABLE. 
TENTATIVE LONG LINE TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH 
REQUIREMENTS ARE SHOWN IN TABLE 1 BELOW. LOCAL TELE- 
PHONE LINES FROM THE SWITCHBOARD TO MEMBERS OF THE 
AMERICAN PARTY WILL BE DETERMINED FOLLOWING AN 
ON-SITE SURVEY.

3. TO PROVIDE CONTINGENCY COMMUNICATIONS WITH WASHING- 
TON DC FROM SEOUL AND OTHER MAIOR CITIES TO BE VISITED, 
THE AMERICAN PARTY IS AUTHORIZED TO EMPLOY AND OPERATE 
HIGH FREQUENCY RADIO COMMUNICATIONS WHICH ARE CLEARED 
TO OPERATE ON THE FREQUENCIES, POWER, AND BANDWIDTH 
LISTED IN TABLE 2 BELOW.

4. TO PROVIDE MOBILE COMMUNICATIONS FOR THE PRESIDENT 
AND TO MEET THE REQUIREMENTS OF HIS SECURITY GROUP, 
VHF RADIO BASE STATIONS AND NECESSARY RELAYS WILL BE 
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INSTALLED TO INSURE CONTINUOUS VHF RADIO COMMUNICATIONS 
AT ALL LOCATIONS VISITED. VERY HIGH FREQUENCIES AUTHO- 
RIZED FOR USE ARE CONTAINED IN TABLE 3 BELOW (MAXIMUM 
POWER OUT 40 WATTS - EMISSION 16F3).

5. TO PROVIDE PERSONAL MOBILE COMMUNICATIONS FOR THE 
PRESIDENT, VHF RADIO BASE STATIONS AND NECESSARY RELAYS 
WILL BE INSTALLED TO INSURE CONTINUOUS DUPLEX VHF RADIO 
COMMUNICATIONS AT ALL LOCATIONS VISITED. THE VERY 
HIGH FREQUENCIES AUTHORIZED FOR DUPLEX USE ARE: 162,6875 
MHZ AND 171,2875 MHZ. 

6. IT IS ANTICIPATED THAT THE AMERICAN COMMUNICATIONS 
ADVANCE PARTY WILL ARRIVE IN SEOUL APPROXIMATELY TEN 
DAYS BEFORE THE ARRIVAL OF THE PRESIDENT TO ACCOMPLISH 
NECESSARY WORK. TELECOMMUNICATIONS REQUIREMENTS FOR 
THE US PRESS CORPS WILL BE DISCUSSED DURING THE
